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recognize that the cost o f energy , t he c o s t of power i s
e xpensive enough as i t is and no on e i n t h i s body i s g o i n g
to say that we should do away with a critical area habitat
for the whooping crane if it is deemed to b e necessary f o r
the survival of the crane. But i f , i n t h e op i ni o n o f t h e
department, it is not necessary then the designation would
be removed and it would also then remove from those power
companies, those municipalities, the necessary documentation
as to the impact of their actions upon the critical area
habitat of the crane. I think it is a r e a sonable
resolu t i o n . I t i s o ne w h i c h c e r t a i n l y I don't think can be
faulted. I have had no criticism from anyone, e ither t h e
environmental movement or o t h e rw is e , and I think that we
ought to adopt the resolution. I' ll be glad to answer any
other questions. Now it is not my intention to endanger the
w hooping c r ane i n a n y w a y .
